pants of the house knew was when 
Mrs. Jotterand was found lying uncon- 
scious In the yard beneath the window 
of the room which she occupied. 


The room occupied by.Jotterand and 


his wife is in an attic on the .third 
story of the building and 
when' the 


woman either jumped, or was thrown, 
she struck the slanting roof of the 
building, then Cell to a roof below and 
roiled off and landed on top of a toy 
automobile which was lying in the 
yard.

out of the court house today a free 
woman. 
The explanation of her re- 


lease from tho accusation of ; causing 
the death of six members of her family 
by arsenical poison, which explanation 
was accepted by the district attorney 
and the court, wn.3 that the arsenic had 
been assimilated from a llalr mattress. 
In view of Mrs. IColleher's 
long 
im- 


prisonment, the district attorney had 
two charges of arson against her plac- 
ed on file. Such an outcome of a mur- 
der case, which bus claimed the atten- 
tion of a large part of the community 
for more than a year, is unusual. 


The courtroom had all the primness 


of an actual murder case. Mrs. Kelle- . 
her was in the. dock. Talesmen were .

corner of Boston road 
and

street, and directly opposite the situ 
of the soldiers' monument. The mem- 
bers of this Company 0, 16th regiment, 
enlisted at Westford, the company be- 
ing formed at Ayer with Leander G. 
King captain, Lieut. William Metcalf 
and Lieut.

It is for the same reason, we presume, that 
American steel rails are sold much lower in China and Japan than in this 
country. Bread and meat nre about 25 per cent, cheaper in London than in 
Boston. Yet much of the English supply of flour and meat is imported from 
the United States. 
If the prices are kept up by the trtists, us is 


undoubtedly the case, the tariff is to blame, for without the towering tariff 
we should have no trusts. 


OUR TARIFF COMPACT WITH CANADA. 


Our tariff agreement with Canada is not in our favor by any means.

tend more than twice around the world. 
If all those revenues were paid in ac- 
tual cosh, the amount of money so 
paid to the railroads for transportation 
would etjiiaf the total sum o£ money 
in circulation in this country. 


"If the money paid by these rail- 


roads fo their employes 
every 
year, 


was laid down the same way in silver 
dollars, It would extend tw-cnty-two 
thousand mil us-—almost once around the 
earth. 


"If the employes of all these roads 


worn to march in a parade at the rate 
of three miles an hour day and night, 
the single lllc would be ^ight hundred 
and fifty miles long" and it would re- 
quire nearly twelve days for the pro- 
cession to pa SB a given point.

The high price investigators should find out for a long suffering public 


how it is that American food products sell much lower in London than in 
New York, Boston or Lowell. It is for the same reason, we presume, ihat 
American steel rails are sold much lower in China and Japan than in this 
country. Bread and meat- are -about 25 per cent; cheaper in London than in 
Boston. Yet much of .the English supply of flour and meat is imported from 
the United States. 
If the prices are kept up by the trusts, as is 


undoubtedly the case, the tariff is to blame, for without the toweling tariff 
we should have no trusts. 


OUR TARIFF COMPACT WITH 
CANADA. 


Our tariff agreement with Canada, is not in our favor by any means. 


In order to avoid a disastrous tariff war, Secretary Knox was obliged to 
yield far more than we got in return. 
This is the natural result of out- 


treatment of Canada in the past. 


Canada absolutely refused to put tho United States on the same foot- 


ing with France. The latter got low rates on 97 articles while the United 
States got like concessions on but 40. Out of thirty of the staple articles 
in the French list upon which Secretary Knox thought we should get equal 
concessions we have been able to secure but 13. Canadian diplomacy in 
this case has won a great victory.

Journal: "There Is a good opportunity 
now for the "high brows" on Beacon 
h!Il to compare living prices in Boston 
with those of London," said a man. in 
the lobby y. :terday; 
The speaker had 


been interested in looking'lip the high 
cost of living problem for a long time 
and had a copy of a report of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor made 
by Special 
Agent Henry 
Studnicka 


who has been conducting a painstaking 
investigation In .London, The results are 
contained in the weekly consular and 
trade report of the department of com- 
merce and labor and the comparison 
with-Boston prices is interesting.

In London the prices of beef range 


from 16 cents to 20 centp a pound, 
while In Boston for the same grades 
one has to pa- from .20 to SO cents, 
and oven more, a pound. 
The most 


recent instance concerning the increas- 
ing1 cost of the cheaper grades of meat 
the kind -that the poor people have 
been in the "habit of buying, Is

price of skirt steak.

If alt those revenues were paid in ac- 
tual cash,, the amount of money so 
paid to the railroads for transportation 
would equal the total sum of money 
In circulation in this country. 


"If the money paid by these rail- 


roads to their employes every 
year, 


was laid down the same way in silver 
dollars, it would extend tw-enty-two 
thousand miles—almost once around the 
earth. 


"If the employes of all these roads 


were to march In a parade at the rate 
of three miles an hour day and night, 
the single (lie would be eight hundred 
nnd flfty miles long and it would re- 
quire nearly twelve days for the pro- 
cession to pass a given point. 


"If the number of passengers carried 


one mile annually by those roads were 
formed In a parade'ten abreast, that 
parade .would require sixty-four years 
to pass a given point.
